Hemming visited the Timmermans in Garden Grove, 
Californiz, to express his regrets over the capture of 
Everett Jackson by tn2 Cudans and to coxfort and 
assure them that ther2 were ways that his release might 
be effected.

He 
was born March 1, 1937, at Los Angeles, California.

at 1055 Southwest Fifth Street, Apt. 2, Miami, Plorida. 


The July 10, 1951, issue of the "Mtemi Herald" contained 
an article caotionad “We Choose How We'll Be Killed" by Dan 
Bonafede, a staliwriter. Tnis article relates the details of 
an interview whicn Bonatede had witn Gerald Patrick Hernins, 
also known as Jerry Patricx. In this articla Bonafed2 auoted 
Patricx as stating tnat he had gone to Cuda after he got out of 
the Marines and that he had joined uo with Castro's r2tels as a 
paratroooer instructor. During this osriod ne becama friendly 
with William Morgan, who was described as an American exoatriate 
who served as @ Major in Castro's Army and no was later executed 
as a traitor to the revolutionary cause. The article related 
that after Castro assumed power, Hemming was assigned as an 
Adjutant at tne San Julian Air Base in Pinar del Rio. He said 
that he left Cuba in August, 1630 after teins involved in a 
plot with a grous if Nicaraguans sesxing to overthrow the Somoza 

_Yregire. 


The article went on to state that Hamming said he hoved con ade 

to overthrow the same Castro Govarnzent that ne once fought for. . 
The plen of Herming, according to this article, was "in the classic 
revolutionary style - first establisn symoathy among the peasants, ; 

He «2s also 
quoted as stating that, "There will have to te raids along the :
